Difcourfe, with a Scheme of what has 
: happen’d in Scotland between the 
Charch aad the Epifcopal Diffemers 3 1 muft 
make it yet more plain, by laying down 
the Mater. of Fa& as it lies before us hifto- 
rically, I mean of all that has happen’d 
fince, in and about Edinburgh, relating to 
the Suppreffing of Meeting Houfes in Sros- 
land. But before I enter apon this Dif- 
courfe, I am to premife fome Things, 
which feem effential to the perfe& Under- 
fkanding the Scory, and to the refolving 
the Difficulties about it-. 
And Firft, it is to be premis’>d——That 
after all the Clamour that had been made 
of Perfecution in Scostand, the Diffenters

there were freely permitted to keep open 
their Meeting-houfes, not any Difturbance 
was offer’d them ; and would they be con- 
tented with that Liberty, as was former! 
us’d, I fee no Reafon to think, they woul 
have met with any Difturbance at all. 
(Invafions and publick Dangers excepted J 
for the Time to come. 

Secondly, 1 muft premife, That as the 
Epifcopal People in Scotland did not, when 
their Church was reigning in Scotland, res 
ceive the Englifh Common-Prayer Book, or 
make ufe of it in their Churches, fo the 
greateft Part of the Epifcopal Diffenters now 
in Scotland, tho” great Pains have bees 
taken to per{wade them to embrace it, do yet 
1je& it 5 fome of them haye preach’d 
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Numbers, even to a fcandalous few, while 
the other Meetings, that refufe it, are 
crouded, and full. — 


Thirdly, 1 premife, “That the Averfion of | 


the Generality of the People in Scotland to 
the Common:Prayer is fuch, and fo known, 
that no rene to introduce the faid 
Common-Prayer there can profper, bus by 
Force—Which Force, as it cannot have the 
Law omits fide, cannot be attempted, but 
witha Defign todifturb. the publick Peace, 
and that it ought not by the Union to be 
impos’d upon the Scots to allow a Worthip 
among them, ,which is fo contrary to their 
known Laws,:and to the eftablith’d Wor- 
fhip—So it-is evident, all thefe Attempts, 
of which we fhall now difcoufe, are made 
purely to embroi the People, and to fo- 
‘ment National Averfiens between the 
Church of England and the Scots, and to 
enflame and enrage the People on either 
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Haviog premis’d thefe Things, I anr 
now to proceed to relating the Faé, and 
am. to tell you, that the reftlefs Party in 


‘this Ifland, and I fhall prove before I have 
done, thatthe South are more concern’d in 


it than the North too, being difappointed 
in the Tranquility they found growing it 
Scotland, and the Geffation of the Breach 
between the Epifcopal Diffenters. and the 
Church—foiind there was but one way to 
revive tliat Breach, aod renew the Noile of.

I cannot however but note one Thing— 
relating to the Engtifb Officers in publick 
Employment in Svossand 5 it feems to me 
very reafonable, that they, who eat the 
Government's Bread there, ought to be 
fuch. as can Comply with the eftablifh’d 
Church there—And if they will pretend 
to joya with the Enemies of the Church of 
Scétland, who at the fame time live upon 
Srotland, the Government ought to remove 
them, and put in thofe that will— Again, 
if no Presbyterian can be admitted to a Place 
in England, but he muft conform to the 
Church of England— It is much more juft, 
none of. thofe that will joyn in the open 
Infults.of the Church of. Scotkend, thould 
get their Bread under the Government — 
there—~ If they do not like the Prespy-. 
tevians, why will they go there for Places ? 
They will not admit a Presbyterian, as fuch, 
bere, why fhould they. fend Charch-men 
among Presbjtericns there ? "Tis hard they- 
will puth into Places, where they will not, 
comply with the Church, and puth Pref 
byterians out..of-Places at home, unlefs 
they will comply with their Church 3 but, 
this is a Digreflion, I' may enlarge on it 
hereafter.
